(lOberts & Taylor) apiieaicd for the 
pi-osecution, anil Mr. 10. V. Koihvcll tor 
the ilofciice. 

I'a-ncst I'lscalet wa.s the tir.il witiie-H 
called, lieing sworn, he said lliiit he 
wa.s called from Ids lied on the nioiiiiiig 
of tlie 4tli iiist., ami went ilown staii-H 
int.) the restaurant, as lie was inforiued 
thai I lie defendant was having .sonic 
di;ia^reemeiil with the waiter. Went 
at oiK-e to the defendant and asked liiin, 
'•Whal'.sthe matter, .lack?" Dcfen.l- 
ant ill ie|)ly accused the waiter of liciiig 
a Ihief, and called tlie waiter seveial 
very foul names. He said the waiter 
had rohlied him, and pocketed the 
money he had obtained Ijy overcliargiii;^. 
Defendant also called witne.s.s .scvcial 
Very bail names and linally caught wit- 
ness by the arm. His grip was so 
strong that the arm was badly bruised. 
(Witness i-olled iiji liis sleeve and c.\-- 
hibited the iiijiiri!il arm.) 'lold tlic d-j- 
tiiiiilaiil to let ^o or ho would Ije placed 
where he couldn't do any harm.

I got the pistol 
fioin Croft, and was unloading it, lean- 
ing out of the hack, when it went of)'. 
1 swear positively that Croft did uot in- 
terfere. It was a pure accident. I wns 
unloading it, because I considered that, 
loaded, it would be just as danguroiis in 
my ))ockct as in Croft's. I was just as 
liable to get "ginned up " and use it as 
lie was. There was tiothihg more than 
ail accident in tho whole affair, and if 
one of the newspapers, and one or two 
private citizens who are in llie court 
now, would attend more to their own 
business, and leave the young people 
aloiifc, nothing would ever have been 
lieai-il of it.

DEATH OP MAJOR EOGEES. 

The Veteran Railway Engineer Dead -His 
Name will bn Bemembor«d. 

.Major Rogers, known to tho world as 
the discoverer of the Kicking Horse and 
Rogers Passes of tho Canadian Pacilic 
Railway, died at Waterville, Mumesota, 
on the -Uh May from cancer of the 
stomach. The dead man was a favorite 
with all who knew him, and his many 
friends in this city and province will al- 
ways have a warm place in their memory 
for him. During his career in the 
niinintains the major was never discoiir- 
aged on accimiit of teiupoi-ary failure, 
and after siilVeriiig many hardships and 
narrowly escaping deatli, he linally sue- 
ceoded in locating the line of railway 
that was adopted by the C. P. R. niaii- 
ageiiient. No doubt the privations oii- 
ilureil during that period slioitonod 
his lei-ni of life, altlioiigli In- 
piissessed all iron eoiistilul ion, as 
well as a ilaiinlless spirit. The do- 
ceased was present at the driving of the, 
last spike ali Craigillachie, and held up 
the tie while Sir Donald .Smith madesev- 
eral vain atlemptsto drive the spikehomc 
with a swinging blow. Ho eventually 
siicccc.lod by giving it a scries of taps. 
Since .Major Rogers conipletoil liia labors 
for the V. P. H. he has been engaged in 
locating a route for tlio Manitoba or 
"Jim Hill" road to tho liouiiilary of 
Washington, and it was during this 
work that he was taken ill. Ho died in 
the .State wliere ho had boon a pioneer, 
and was buried among his friends. He 
was a bachelor. 



OPEN TO THE PUBLIC. 

Vletorla's Free Llbrai j Now at tbe Dis- 
posal of the People — Tho Speeclics 
Made Last Eveniiig:. 

The opening of Victoria's Free Pulilic 
Library has been an event long and 
eagerly looked forward to, us the need 
of an institution of the kind becomes 
ich day more and more aiipareiit. 
.Since the oloshig of the Mechanics' In- 
stitute 'Victorians in the comnioiier 
walks of life have sorely mis.sed the op- 
portunities all'orded of obtaining good 
mil instructive reading, ami ' cry many 
hailed with delight last evening ' the re- 
turn of the books lo the public. While 
the rooms selecled for library purposes 
are smaller than might perhaps bo ilo- 
sirod, they are admirably arraiigi'il, and 
form a very creditable start in the liiroc- 
tioii of a large, complete ami useful 
public library for the coiiimon use. 

Tlierc were in all about lifty ladii-s 
and geiitleiiion in attoiiilance la.st ovcii- 
iiig to witness the formal oiiening of the 
rooms. The new books, .■j!)2 in iiumboi-, 
which were presented by .Mr. (iaipin of 
London, wore placed upon the labk-s, 
reading stands and counter in the 
library jiroper, and at once claimed the 
attention and ailiniratioii of the visitors. 
Each volume has been carefully .selected, 
the collection embracing something to 
suit every taste. The books are neatly 
and attractively bound. 

Upon the tables in the reading room 
are also placed all the city and ]n-oviii- 
cial daily papers, a.i well as the best pe- 
riodicals published in the cities of the 
Coast and .Sound. Last evening, al- 
though the rooms wore well lilleii, the 
ventilation was found to be all that 
could be desired. The lighting is also 
very good, and it appears that nothing 
has been left undone to promote the con- 
venience of the patrons of the people's 
libniry. 

.Shortly after eight o'clock. Mayor 
Grant selected "The Life of Hon. George 
Bro\m," and became the first borrrower 
from the Victoria Public Library. The 
taking out of - the first book was an- 
nounced l>y the librarian, Mr. - Mc- 
Gregor, and wns received with ap- 
plause. 

Aid. Goodacre, chairman of the li- 
brary comniitte of the Board of Aldei- 
iiien, then stepped forward and re- 
HUCKted -Mayor Grant to formally de- 
clare tlie library open. 

In complying witii this request 
Mayor Grant expressed the groat 
pleasure he felt at meeting llmse whom 
lie saw preaoiit on this aiis|)icious oi-- 
casioii. Ho then referred brielly lo the 
good inlliienco which ]niblic libraries 
exercise upon the ^'rowtli of the world, 
and traced the history of libraries from 
tho earliest days until now. 'i'he earliest 
libraries in existence woie the Syrian 
and Babylonian i-ccdi iIs on bricks ami 
tiles. Those chronicles belonged to 
what might be kiiowii as the cbiy 
librarian age. After Ibis er.i. came the 
Kgyptiaii records, and from I'^gypt ihe 
libraries oxteiidod thioiigh all l-airope. 
The fame of the great libraries ot 

world. The most famous of all, ilio 
Xatioiial Library of Paris, numbers 
over two and a half million viiliiiiies 
and over one iiiillion ni.uniscripts. Xexl 
ill iinportunce coinos llie library >>f 
the British Museum, with its 
million and a half voluiiics. On 
our own contiiieiil, the lirst [iiili- 
lic library was established orer -;ii!) 
years ago, wlion several beiievoloni per- 
sona in F.ngland gave a number of books 
to form a small library opened in the 
Colony of Virginia. The following year 
ttie little library was swept out of ex- 
istence by the torch and tomahawk, 
the Indians destroying the little settle- 
nioiit. In our own city, as early as in 
Lsti.'l, a number of citizens, knowing ibe 
good influence of a library on tho grow- 
ing population, took measures whirli led 
tp:,the. establishment of a public library. 
Hi flourisiied for a time, und the ,"),0(K) 
books that constitute the major part of 
the present little library were brought 
liigotliernow to heknown as the Victoria 
free ijublic library. Tho start w.is a 
small one, but the volunies now on the

.Mr. Robert Williams, Cantab, made 
few apju-opriato remarks, and "the 
opening" was brought to a -close by Aid. 
(ioiidacro, who thanked those present 
for attending, and invited them to 
niako frequent visits, and to bruig tlioir 
friends to the public library. 

HOW TO llOUROW A JIOOK. 
'I'lie plan of leiiilhig books in the Vic- 
toria Free Public Library is the same as 
the .system adopted in all similar insti- 
tutions of the east. The borrower has 
only lo make application to have his 
name placed upon the list, and receive 
his card, the applicatiou being endorsed 
by one -reliable -person, V who , thereby 
renders himself responsible should the 
borrower fail to make good any damage 
to the books obtained. In the utme of 
absolute strangers, a small deposit will 
be required to insure the library against 
loss, tho deposit to be rotnrned to the 
liorrowor whenever ho or she ceases to 
obtain books from the library.

We arc glail tiiat a free library has 
been opened in this city. It cannot fail 
to do good. Those who arc fond ol 
reading and those who would like to be 
fond of reading, will now have an oppor- 
tunity of increasing their store of know- 
ledge anil of cultivating their taste. Tlic 
free lilnary « ill place witliin the reach 
of all our citizens, the old as well as the 
young, tho women 'm well.'as the men, 
books that many of them have not hith- 
erto had access to. It will be found 
a convenience and an inexhaustible 
source of innocent and elevating plea- 
sure to very many. The taste for read- 
ing grows, ^^'e are not always fond ol 
tho same books, but when once the taste 
is formed we always derive enjoyment 
from some 1>ooks. They, in fact, be- 
come one of the necessaries of life. 
Those who do not read and fiii.l pleas- 
ure in rcadiii;.| lose much enjuyiiieiil. 
The estaUlisliinont of a free liliraiy, 
therefore, makes life better worth living; 
in Victoria. 

We trust that those who have seen 
big libraries in big places will not turn 
up their noses at this city's little library 
orspeakof it in dispari'^'Mg terni.t. It 
contain? looks enough to make an ex- 
-'delle'iit beginning. Tliere are standard 
works which almost everyone needs to 
refer to now and then, and there are 
also English classics, which all persons 
making any pretensions to lie eoiiKiilered 
at all cultured or intelligent are sup 
posed to have read. There are delightt. 
in that little library in store for hun- 
dreds who are not yet on familiar terms 
with the treasures of English literature 
We envy them the pure and exquisite 
pleasure that is awaiting tlieni. And 
there are very few so well read that 
they will not liiid in tlie Free Library 
book.s tliat they liavo not had the time 
or the opportunity to read. These vet 
teran readers will not despise the day of 
small things, but will get from the lib 
rary all the plea.siire it is capable of yield 
ing them. 'I'liey will, no doubt, liiid in 
it many old triemU wlmse .•LC(|iiaiiitance 
they will lie ylail to leiiew, ami tliey 
will be iiitrodneed to now ones, inter 
course with which cannot fail to be boUi 
pleasant and profitable. We trust that 
the lovors.of literature of all degiees of 
knowledge will congregate in the Free 
Library rooms and make it inn; of the 
pleasaiite-'t ])laees uf re.sort in the city 
We expect that the "old hands" will 
set the noviees a good example, aiui 
show them that they prize very highly 
the privilege of having free access to 
gooil liook.4. 

The I.iSiary contains within a few of 
five tlioud.ii.il voluiucs. I'lie books 
tho old .Ueohanics In.. . . j library 
number 4,475 and Mr. Ualpin's hand 
soivie gift consists of 392 volumes. Sonic 
of ihe.se latter are very handsoni'', in 
deed. Tiio r.clectioii wliieli wa.s niadi 
by tho Liliraiian, Dr. .Mel iri.'giir, i.s e.< 
celieut. He wa.i conliiieil to thet'as 
sels' publicationa, but they ai Ion led d 
wider scope than persons not aoi,u,iinteii 
with that famous publishing Inm.st 
would suppose. Tho now books are on 
almost every .subject, and thoy will bi 
found pi't tieiiUii ly intei'o-iting to thii.t 
cla.ss "in jj^ople, v. liieli we liopo i;. 
lur_;e, who ai o tired of trashy lictioii, 
and V. ho aro desirous of geltui'g some- 
thing solid to road which is not too 
heavy. There are iiia-iy vahiabli 
worlc.s of reference ani'ii;; the new 
b iok.-i. and:il.-ii - cae riilnnics -jileniinir. 
printid and Leant Ifully illiiMtrali'il, 
There is a good collection of ;itaiidai-ii 
navels in the Fica Library, but it is liot 
rich in tho later works of fiction. 'I'liii. 
many will think i.H lo gieat lo^is. Hut 
the free lilirary .slnnilil contiiii 
books to please all t.i.ste.i wliich 
aro n.it vieion.-,. .Mi,in,-i' as it 
may seem, tlu'rc are p<'0|ilii vlu. 
liroiiouneo Scott and Thackory dull and 
prosy, but who read Ilider llaggtird 
and HowoUs witli avidity. Well, lot 
them have Haggard and I! ). veils, i'-y 
and by they will look for .something bet- 
ter, andif thoy do not, rradin^' a poor 
novel is better a great ileal than no read- 
ing at all. 't he ab.sencc of novels of this 
class will be deplored, and we hojio that 
moans will bo soon found to make the 
Free Library attrautivc to even tho de- 
vourors of sensational novels. 

Tho city is very fortunate in its choice 
of !■. Librarian. Dr. McGregor is a man 
of liMirniiii; and of cidtivatod taste, lie 
delight.s in books, and tho work of ar- 
rangiii;-' and numaging the <feople's 
iilji-ary is to him a labor of k)ve. He 
has, t<jo, ample leisure to devote to hi.i 
duties, and we are (luito sui e that the 
fre(juonter» of the Ubiary will find him 



The Americans boost, and with good 
reason, of the way .in which thoy are 
paying off their nationid debt. At the 
close of tho Civil War the people of the 
Unitcd.States were burdened with ailebl 
of inunonse proportions. Many re- 
garded it with apprehension and feared 
that the country would never be able to 
carry so great a burden. I'ut the people 
were ilotormined that the debt should 
be paid oil', and the war had hardly con- 
oludod when they eoinnienc.'d th"' work 
of paying their luitional debt. To do 
this, though inpoverished to a certuui 
extent by the struggle to maintain the 
integrity of tho union, they cheer- 
fully submitted to an exceedingly 
heavy taxation. Tho mitiim'.s liabilities 
.soon began to diminish. Debts were 
[laid as soon as they became due, and 
after a while, tho Kopublio was in a 
position to buy bonds which had 
still many years to run. The citi/cns of 
the United .States did not believe that a 
great ilelit was a benelit to a nation, but 
they did what they could lolcavc to llu ir 
children an unencumbered couiitry. 
The American , people ivro admired by 
thinking men of other countries for 
making haste to get rid of their heav}- 
national burden. They look iiiion siicli 
a course a.s both prudent and |)atriotic. 

It was the fashion some time ago for 
Englishmen to boast of their Niitional 
Debt. Many of them had brought 
themselves to believe that the National 
Debt of (ireat Britain was a benefit to 
the country, and laughed at those who 
consiilorcd that it ought to be lessened. 
But that school of Brilish tiiiaiicii'r.s luu^ 
of late years been becoming small by 
degrees and beautifully less. Prudent 
people in Great Britain began to believe 
that a great national debt was really a 
great national danger; that although it 
might be borne with comparative ease 
then, tho time might come when the 
weight of its liabilities would be iciy 
hard for the nation to carry. Eui^Iish 
■itatosmon set about devising means for 
decreasing the national debt, and it is 
surprising liow much has been i|uietly 
.»nd unostcnlatioiiHly doiio to ell'cct that 
object. Not the least interesting part 
of Mr. Goschen's Budget .Speech is the 
passage in which he explains how much 
ho has been doing towards lessening the 
nation's liabilities. After .showing that 
tho surpbis realizud last year was 
C2,M(IS, 1)1)0, or nearly twelve ndllions of 
dollars, the largest siuce 1873-74, he 
goes on to say: 

"I have been found fault with foi- re- 
ducing, two years ago, the sinking fund 
by the sum of X-2,000,UW. I'.ut the ad 
ditioiial amount available out of the 
surpluses for the reduction of the debt 
has always been £'2,i)00,000 on the aver- 
i4ge of two years, and the total sum pro 
duced out of taxation for tbe rcduetion 
.if debt in the pitst two years has been 
in round numbers, £i5;000,(XK) a veai 
within the fixed charge. .i;iO,(M)0,(M)l) 
;ind £2,000,000 on tho average of twi 
years out of suriilus, £5,000,000- total 
£15,000,000, or an average of £7,.">0(), 
000a year. (Cheers.) Whatever crime 
I have committed, it will thus be seen 
that the taxpayer has contributed £10, 
000,000 to'l^jie reduction of tho national 
biirdfin ifi''twp ywrs. . '. . . The capi- 
tal'°%iho\int <^'debt of. all kinids stood on 
th^ 31ist Mttrch/13S8,- at 1 je705i576,000( 
on'the''31st ifMal^^'ilaBi^at'^P^ 
000. We have thus ' tunied 'the 'coriier 
of anothei- £100,000,000. (Cheers.) It 
is now eighty years since the debt stood 
below £700,()00,000."j 

Hero we liave li, British Glian9ellor .of 
the Exehe<iuer boasting that he has de 
creased the national debt by .?7."),'XK),(M)() 
in two years, or J:;(7,l)00,(«)() a year in t li 
last two years, and that by suuccssiv 
reductions th(! liidiilities are lowi 
to day than they have been at any time 
within the last eighty years. Wo see, 
too, that his audience greeted his an 
nouiiceincnts with cheers. TIikic ])re.scn 
tativcs of tho people rejoiced to linil 
that the result of the adminisl i-.ii ion 
their Finance .Minister w.i.s to li ssi-ii 
national debt. And they had good i 
son to be glad. The day in which a 
British Minister can gaily add to the 
(leople's burdens and boast of the jicr- 
foriiiance is ])ast. The ciirner of the 
i:7fX),(X)U,lKJI) lias been turned, and it 
will, no doubt, be the aiiiljition of fntiirc 
Chancellors of the Exchequer lo do their 
utmoBt itawards turning th«f ■ corner ol 
£606,OOa^()OND.
